Tightens His Reims 


Gov, Talmadge, getting set for his new four- 
yeaterm, is tightening his reins over the state 
administration. He has been in conferences 

with various state departmental heads during the past several 
nights, ironing out difficulties, pouring oil on troubled waters, 
and making plans for a progressive administration to come. 

The young Governor’s hand was seen in the action of the 
State Board of Education refusing.to change its method of adopt- 
ing textbooks. The Governor also took a stand against public 
financing of a bridge to Jekyll Island. It is known that on more 
than one occasion recently, he intervened to smooth: out de- 
veloping feuds. Indications are that Gov. Talmadge is getting 
ready for a more aggressive administration, one which will show 


more of his personal -leadership. 

. The younger Talmadge dislikes any infer- 
No Dictator ence that he wants to dictate. -He has 
leaned so far away from it that his opponent called him “wishy- 
washy.” Members of the Board of Education disclosed that he 
had been in conference with them and had told them he didn’t 
want a “single ption” textbook plan as long as he occupied the 
Governor’s chair, In fighting any change in.the “wide’.open” 
multiple adoption plan, a member told the board that “when you 
vote you are voting either for or against Gov, -Talmadge.” Rep.- 
Nominee Herschel Lovett, new member of the Board and an in- 
dependent thinker, immediately denounced this’ proposition... He 
said Talmadge appointed him to do “what I think: bést for the 
schools”—not, in effect, to be a “yes” man. Friends. of Talmadge 
said the Governor later agreed with Lovett’s statement—that the 


Governor wasn’t trying to force the Board to do his liking, but. 


was merely expressing his wishes. The Governor didn’t .want his 
administration left wide open to charges of operating a textbook 
racket, such as one administration was some years ago.

Pressure on Solons The School Board’s freezing of 

: teacher allotments will serve more 
than anything else to put the pressure,on the January Legislature 
to finance the Minimum Foundation Program for Education. 
Counties that had been expecting 20 to 50 more teachers to help 
take care of the increasing enrollments aren’t going to be happy 
over having to pack more students into their present classrooms. 
Parents and teachers are going to call on their Senators and 
Representatives to try to get this allotment unfrozen. The only 
way to do it is through financing the Minimum Foundation. 

The Board didn’t take this action to put pressure on the Leg- 
islature. It merely decided to let the people know right now that 
there isn’t enough money to hire 900 more teachers—instead of 
trying to keep on patching up a school program. If Georgia 
can’t afford to pay a teacher to instruct 35 students in a class, 
then the Board’s action in putting 36 students to the class seems 
reasonable for an emergency. 

The old *question of divided responsibilities between the com- 
mon schools and the university level has popped up again—this 
time with the common schools trying to save $245,000 annually. 
Vice-Chairman James Peters of the School Board noted that the 
Vocational Department is sending that amount to the University 
of Georgia College of Agriculture to operate a program to train 


teachers for the common schools’ vocational program. It seemed, 
to Mr. Peters that the University should be financing the training~ 


of teachers. He thought that the common schools’ only responsi- 
bility is to teach children. A committee has been named* to 
look into that.

Child Listens 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


Yesterday an old friend of 
ours dropped in upon us, as if 
out of the skies. She’s a fasci- 
nating person and our “small 
one” enjoyed her as much as we 
did. We couldn’t, even tactful- 
ly, dismiss him—and there were 
a few times when we wanted to, 
because he was simply “drink- 
ing it all in.” 

It’s really only wishful think- 
ing to believe that little children 
neither listen to nor heed the 
conversations of their adults. A 
friend of mine, the mother of 
5-year-old June, related the fol- 
lowing tale to me the other 
night: 

“I was sewing. Junie and two 
other little girls of about her 
age were playing house. with 
their dolls in the next room, I 
wasn't paying any attention to 
them until I heard Sally ask— 

“*Have you ever had nerves?’ 

“*No, I don’t think so,’ an- 
swered June, ‘but I’ve had 
whooping cough. Is that as 
bad?’ 35 ; 

Such a conyersation does 
sound ludicrous issuing from 
the lips of mere babies, and this 
particular episode probably 
wasn’t harmful. But seriously 
children should not be allowed 
to overhear a lot of talk about 
sickness, pain and _= suffering. 
They may not understand much 
of it, but on the other hand 
often an impression is made. 

It’s a great temptation for some 
of us to discuss our symptoms, 
our sicknesses and our opera- 
tions. But if we-discover our- 
selves going into all the deep 
and painful details of our ail- 
ments, let’s be perfectly sure 
that there aren’t any “small 
fry” within earshot. Let’s keep 
their minds free of unnecessary 
thought of troubles and fear of 
illnesses. They should know the 
world as a delightful, cheerful 
place as long as they possibly 
can.

ae recent survey of Ghereosts of pregnancy and the 
socialized 


of maternity services under 


medicine in 


(for the year 1946, conditions which prevailed then 
unchanged now) revealed a, interesting facts. 


The survey showed that 72.9 
per cent of the women delivered 
in England, Scotland and Wales 
received supervision provided 
by the local authorities at clin- 
ics, through general practition- 
ers’ schemes or through home 
visits by municipal. midwives 
and health visitors; 26.2 per 
cent of them received antenatal 


care, instructioh, advice or 
treatment through private “spe- 
cialists,” practitioners and mid- 
wives; ‘and 0. 9 per cent of them 
recei no care, advice or 
treatment prior to their con- 
finement. 

Although the Ministry of 
Health has encouraged institu- 
tional confinement only 54 per 
cent. of the women were con- 
fined in public assistance hospi- 
tals, general hospitals, maternity 
homes or nursing homes. 

Among the women confined in 
institutions the chief complaints 
about the care they received 
there were (1) lack of privacy 
during labor and _ delivery, 
(2) limitation of visiting hours, 
(3) unnecessary early waking 
hours and (4) lack of individual 
attention. 

Only 52 per cent of the wom- 
en delivered in institutions and 
20 per cent of those delivered 
at home received any kind of 
analgesia or anesthesia. They 
were more likely to receive such 
pain-relievers if it was a first 
birth, if they lived in rural areas 
or if they were attended by 
physician. Shortage of trained 
midwives, defective equipment 
and ‘lack of transportation were 
factors limiting the use of an- 
algesia or anesthesia. 

Many of the differences be- 
tween social classes or levels— 
differences still precariously 
sustained against the trend of 
democracy—were minimized by 
price control and rationing. 
Well-to-do wives spent $159.60 
and the wives of manual work- 
ers spent $86.80 on first births. 
Women of both classes spent 
less for subsequent births. Na- 
tional Insurance Act maternity 
allowances covered only a small 
part of the costs of childbirth, 
barely enough for free confine- 
ment but not enough for neces- 
sary clothing and other equip- 
ment for the baby. 

A significant note in cénnec- 
tion with the survey is that al- 
though private practitioners 
were in charge of 32 per cent 
of home confinements in many 
cases they did not actually car- 
ry out delivery. But don’t jump 
to the conclusion that the at- 
tendance of the doctor is as- 


sured if delivery is in an insti- 
tution. Actually the survey 
showed that in hospitals de- 
livery by physicians was even 
less frequent than among wom- 
en confined at home, 

As I always say, home is the 
best place to have a baby.
